A great many travelers are visiting Salt Lake City, and the hotels are full. 

Severe and long continued storms are much delaying the planting of crops 
in many parts of Utah, 

Mr. Frank H. Dyer has been nominated for United States Marshal of 
Utah Territory, to succeed Ireland. 

Diphtheria has recently developed in Mount an Sanpete Co., and 
the schools of the place have been stopped. 

Reuben Kirkham, well known in Utah as an artist and a traveling exhibitor 
of his pictures, died in Logan on the 17th ult. 

High waters and floods were expected in some localities of Salt Lake 
Valley as a consequence of recent heavy storms. — 


Some importaut mining discoveries, consisting of veins carrying gold and 
silver, have buen made in the West Mountains, Sanpete Valley. 


General McClernand has been nominated to be a member of the Utah 
Commission in place of Mr. Ramsay, who resigned some time since. 

The Salt Lake City Council has repealed the ordinance protecting the 
English sparrows. These pugnacious little birds are capable of taking care 
of themselves, 

President Cleveland has withdrawn the nomination of O. W. Powers as 
Judge of the Firat District Court of Utah, as there was not the slightest 
hope of the Senate confirming him. 

A number of street disturbances have recently been created in Salt Lake 
City by drunken and lawless soldiers from Fort Douglas, but the police 
officers have been prompt in suppressing them. 

A young man named Persons, of Bear Lake Valley, recently attempted to 
cross the mountains from that place to Marsh Valley on snow shoes, and was 
20 badly frostbitten that he died from his injuries. 


There are several flowing wells in Hooper, Weber Oounty, varying in on 
from sixteen to sixty gallons per minute, and many more are in prospect. It 
is believed that one of these wells will irrigate five acres of land. 

The Women’s memorial, adopted at the recent mass meeting held in Salt 
Lake City, was presented to the U. S. Senate by Senator Blair, on the 6th 
ult., and was ordered to be printed in full in the Congressional Record. 


A bill has been passed by Congress giving eight dollars per month pension 
to the surviving soldiers of the Mexican War, and to the widows of those 
who have died. The benefits of this bill will be applicable to the celebrated 
“ Mormon” Battalion which served in that war. 

The thirty-fourth semi-annual meeting of the stockholders of Zion’s Co-
